Mr. W hiteley knew Mr. Rod­ 
g ers had not le ft for any place and 
w ent to inv estig ate. H e found 
the 
front screen latched, and he had to 
climb a back fen ce to g e t to 
the 
rear door. There he 
quickly 
ob­ 
serv ed the man on his bed, appar­ 
ently lifeless. Mr. W h iteley report­ 
ed to the laundry m an and hastened 
for a doctor and 
J ustice 
o f 
the 


Peace, Grog an Turner. 
T hey found that perhaps the man 
had been 
dead sev eral 
hours, and 
that death 
probaibly 
cam e 
from 


natural causes. 
G enerally 
Mr. R odg ers was 
re­ 
ferred to as “ J u d g e” . H e had been 
a fam iliar fig ure about Ham lin foy 
perhaps 25 y ears, and had practiced 
law much long er in J on es County , 
hav ing resided in A nson before com ­ 
ing to Hamlin. H e w as recog nized as 
being w ell v ersed in law. He was a 
constant 
student 
and 
reader. T h e 
last book he ev er boug ht was one 
of poem s and it is 
reported 
that 
this book was on his bed by 
the 
side of the body when found. For a 
y ear or 
more Mr. R odg ers’ health 
had not been g ood and his doctor 
asked him to quit 
clim bing steps, 


hence his g round office. 
J u dg e R odg ers w as n ot a talka­ 
tiv e lawy er. H e liked to listen but 
would speak up quickly if conv er­ 
sations drifted into channels 
that 
he knew w ere leading to m isstate­ 
m ents or error. Mr. R odg ers was a 
Mason, and a m em ber of the H am ­ 
lin 
Rotary Club, honored 
and be­ 


lov ed by all who knew him.
